ACAPULCO (AFP) - Author¬ 
ities scrambled to rescue p eo- 
ple stranded in flooded homes 
in Mexico's resort of Aca¬ 
pulco Monday after twin 
sto mi s si amme d op p o site 
coasts in a rare one-two punich 
tliat has killed 34 people 

Hurricane liignd weak¬ 
ened to tropical storni 
strength as it made landfall 
on the northeastern coast in 
the mormng while the Pacific 
coast reeled from file rem¬ 
nants of Tropical Storm 
Manuel, which dissipated 
after striking on Sunday. 

Tliousands of people were 
evacuated as the two storms 
set off landslides and floods 


that damaged bridges, roads 
and homes 

Tlie last time the country 
was hit by two tropical 
storms in the span of 34 
hours was in 1953, officials 
said. Never before has it 
been struck by a hurricane 
and another slonii at the 
same time. 

At least 13 people died 
when a landslide hit a bus 
and workers removing earth 
that had previously fallen on 
a road in the eastern state of 
Veracrus, a civil protection 
official said after federal offi¬ 
cials reported 22 deaths else¬ 
where.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 


US navcd reservist launched 
out a shooting rampage on a 
base 111 the heart ofWaslung- 
ton on Monday, killmg 13 
people and exchanging fire 
with police before losing his 
own life 

Police identified the al¬ 
leged shooter as 34-year-old 
Aaron Alexis, of Forth 
Worth, Texas^ who served 
fiill-time in tlie Navy fi'om 
2G07 to 3011, the tlie FBI and 
Pentagon said. 

The FBI appealed to the 
public for information on the 
suspect, who reportedly had 
once been arrested hut not 
charged in Texas for shooting 
a bullet tlirough Ins apart¬ 
ment ceiling. 

"No piece of info mi ati on 
IS too small. We are looking 
to learn everything we can 
about his recent movements, 
his contacts and Ins associ¬ 
ates,' said Valerie Parlave, 
assistant director of the FBI's 
Waslnngton field office. 

The FBI released a photo 
of Alexis, an Afiican-Amen- 
can who held the rank of an 
Aviation Electrician's Mate 
3rd Class and had served fiill- 
time in a logistics support 
squadron in Forth Wortli, ac¬ 
cording to the Navy. 

The shooting sparked a 
massive show of force as po- 


dead 

lice and federal agents sur¬ 
rounded the Navy Yard, cor- 
doinng off streets only blacks 
firomthe US Capitol, home of 
Congress. 

Officials gave no indica¬ 
tion of any link to terrorism 
hut said the motive for the at¬ 
tack on the installation was 
unknown. 

Washington DC Mayor 
Vincent Gray said "we don't 
have any reason at this stage 
to suspect terrorism, but cer¬ 
tainly it has not been ruled 
out "■ 

He announced the number 
of dead firom the shooting 
spree was at 13, with about 
dozen more wounded, in¬ 
cluding a police officer. 

Police said a second sus¬ 
pect was still being sought, 
an African-American male 
aged 4D to 5D, clad m an 
oil V e-drab military-style uni¬ 
form. And a possible third 
suspect was later cleared. 

It was unclear how the at¬ 
tacker could have penetrated 
tlie heavy security that sur¬ 
rounds the Navy Yard, winch 
IS located on the Anacostia 
Paver, less than two miles 
(three kilometers) firom the 
Capitol. 

Details on the suspect's 
background in the Navy 
raised tlie possibility that the 
shooter had a pass or identity 
card that could gain him 
entry to the facility, winch in¬ 
cludes an office that oversees 
ship-building programs and 
other buildings. 

President Barack Obama 
called the shooting a "cow¬ 
ardly act' and lamented that 
America was con tiro nting 
"yet another mass shooting," 
saying troops m tlie military 
should not have to confiront 
danger at home.

Washington 
shooting; US 
nags at half mast 
until Fi’iday 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
President Barack Obama or¬ 
der e d fl ags b e 1 0 were d to hal f 
mast through Fnday after a 
mass sho oting at a naval base 
in the US capital left 13 dead 
including the shooter. 

Tlie gesture was 'a mark 
of respect for die victims of 
the senseless acts of vio¬ 
lence," Obama said in a 
proclamation issued Monday 
evemng after the sho otiiig, as 
die flags at the ’'Vhite House 
and die Capitol building were 
observed at half mast. 

Obama also postponed the 
taping of a televised musical 
special at die White House 
[dedicated to Hispanic tunes 
that had been due to feature 
Ricky Martin and Gloria Es- 
tefaii. 

Tlie US Senate was also 
put on lockdown. 

Senate officials took the 
decision to seal the north side 
of the Capitol building amid 
ongoing uncertainty about 
die possibility that a gunman 
involved in the carnage at the 
Washington Navy Yard may 
sdll be at large.

De Blaslo confirmed as Democratic candidate 
for NY mayor 


Lhola, a SS-year-old for¬ 
mer former Metropalitan 
Transit Autlionty president, 
scored a decisive victory to 
businessman John Catsima¬ 


il dis in the Republican pri¬ 
mary. 

Bloomberg will leave his 
po St on Decemb er 31. 

New York is overwhelm¬ 


ingly Democratic, even 
though it has not elected a 
mayor from that party in 2D 
years. De Blasio appears 
well-placed to succeed him. 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
Days after coming second in 
N ew York's Dem o crati c m ay- 
oral primary the city's former 
financial controller Bill 
Thompson threw in the towel 
Monday and backed Bill de 
Blasio. 

The move means that de 
Blasio, who won Tuesday's 
pnmary with ^0.3 percent, 
will face Republican Joe 
Lhota in November 5 elec¬ 
tions for the powerful po st. 

Thompson, who got 2fi 3 
percent in tlie pnmary had 
refused to concede, saying 
not all ballots had been 
counted. 

Even at a news conference 
Monday, he said "tens of 
thousands of voles" had yet 
to be tallied and that tins was 
"a disgrace.' 

Still, he said he was back¬ 
ing de Blasio, the city's pub¬ 
lic advocate^ because both 
wanted "to move our city for¬ 


ward. “ 

'I am proud to throw my 
full support behind him,' he 
said of De Blasio, the most 
left-leamng of the candidates. 

Whoever wins in Novem¬ 
ber will succeed tlie outgoing 
billionaire mayor, Michael 
Bloomberg, who has led the 
■city for the past 12 years 
Tliompson, who lost a pre¬ 
vious bid to Bloomberg four 
years ago, had held out hope 
that de Blasio would drop 
below the 4D percent mark 
and force a run-off 

In the runup to the pri¬ 
mary, de Blasio had run on an 
anti-Bloombergplatform, ac¬ 
cusing the mayor of oversee¬ 
ing a widening gap between 
nch and poor. 

De Blasio's victory fol¬ 
lowed a bruising campai^ 
overshadowed by tlie lund 
sex scandal embroiling rival 
Anthony Weiner, who trailed 
in last.

UN chief Ban Ki-moon 
condemned the use of chem¬ 
ical weapons in Syna as "a 
war crime' as the country's 
conflict again spilled into 
neighbonng nations, with 
Turkey saying it had shot 
down a Syrian military heli¬ 
copter. 

UN experts said they had 
gathered "clear and convinc¬ 
ing evidence" that surface-to- 
surface rockets took sarin gas

Tlie United States, which 
had tlireatened a military 
strike on Syria over the at¬ 
tack, says more than 1,40Q 
people were killed m Ghouta. 

Ban said the report pre¬ 
pared by tlie experts 'makes 
for chilling reading.' 

He added that the use of 
sarin had been proved "un¬ 
equivocally and objectively" 
and that the Ghouta attack 
was "the most signficant" 
with chemical weapons since 
Saddam Hussein unleashed 
poison gas in Halabja, Iraq, in 
19SE, killing tliGUsands. 

Ban described how doc¬ 
tors treated civilians with no 
external signs of injuries in 
the streets of Ghouta in the 
hours after tlie attack and that 
the weather conditions had 
maximized the casualties 

'The downward move¬ 
ment of air would have al¬ 
lowed the gas to easily 
penetrate the basements and 


lower levels of buildings and 
other structures where many 
people were seeking shelter,' 
Ban said. 

'The environmental, 
chemical and medical sam¬ 
ples we have collected pro¬ 
vide clear and convincing 
evidence that surface-to-sur¬ 
face rockets containing the 
nerve agent sann were used' 
in Ghouta, said tlie report by 
UN inspectors who were in 
Syna when the attack was 
staged. 

Tlie experts concluded 
tliat "chemical weapons have 
been used in the ongoing 
conflict between the parties 
in the Synan Arab Republic, 
also against civilians includ¬ 
ing cluldren on a relatively 
large scale." 

Ban would not say who 
had earned out the attack. 

'We may all have our own 
tlioughts on tins, but I would 
simply say tliat this was a 
grave enme and those re¬ 
sponsible must b e brought to 
justice as soon as possible,' 
Ban told reporters. 

On Fnday, he said Assad 
has 'committed many crimes 
against humanity" 

Tlie United States, Britain 
and France all insisted that 
tlie report shows Assad's 
forces had used the weap ons. 

Tlie US ambassador to the 
United Nations, Samantha 
Power, higldighted the use of 
a 123mm rocket, which she 
said only government forces 
had. 

Tlie UN experts' report

GfGLIO ISLAND (AFP) - Salvage workers in Italy slowly 
dragged upright the Costa Concordia cruise ship from 
its watery grave in an unprecedented operation that was 
proceeding far slower than expected amid worsemitg 
weather conditions. The 290Hiietre (951-foot) vessel - 
longer than the Titanic and twice as heavy - gradually 
emerged from the sea Just off Tuscany's stunning Giglio 
island. The side of the 114,580-ton ship that had been 
underwater was rusty and brown after 20 months in the 
sea, contrasting with the white of the exposed side. The 
project has cost€00 million euros ($800 million) and in¬ 
surers for ship owner Costa Crociere, who are picking 
up the bill, estimate it could be $1.1 billion. Franco 
Gabrielli, head of the civil protection agency which is 
overseeing the operation, said there was ""great con¬ 
cern"^ about the weather forecasts, since winds and 
wave heights are expected to pick up. Some400 Journal¬ 
ists witnessed the ev^t and the island's tiny port was 
swarming with officials, rescuers and curious onlookers 
since the early morning.

NS A accused as Belgian telecom 
reports snooping 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Belgium 
denounced Monday the "sub¬ 
stantial and invasive" hacking 
of Its biggest telecoinmunica- 
lions company, saying a for¬ 
eign slate may have been 
responsible, as media pointed 
the finger at the Ecandal-lnt 
NSA. 

Two months after the block¬ 
buster revelations of the US 
National Security Agency 
leather Edward Snowden, state- 
owned Belgacom said its com¬ 
puters had been hacked and a 
formal complaint filed to Bel¬ 
gian prosecutors. 

Prosecutors said ilie hacking 
could have only been done by 
an entity "with sigmficanl fi¬ 
nancial and lo^stical means" 
and that suspicions were cir¬ 
cling on an act of "interna¬ 
tional state espionage" 

On the basis of the mfonna- 
tion so far, the aim was proba¬ 
bly "to gather sti'ategic 
information'' ratlier than to 
"sabotage or to cause eco¬ 
nomic damage," the prosecu¬ 
tors said. 

Belgian mimster responsible 
forpubhc companies Jean-Pas- 
cale LabiUe said investigators 
will have to find tlie orgamsa- 
tions belnnd the “substantial 


and invasive" hacking. 

The country will raise 
cyber-seainty issues with its 
European paitners, he said, 
adding Uiat he understood 
France had suffered snmlai'in¬ 
cidents. 

Tlie servei's belonged to em¬ 
ployees of Belgacom and did 
not involve customers' data or 
c omnium cations, the company 
said. 

But Belgian media on Mon¬ 
day directed tlieir suspicions at 
the NSA the super-secret se¬ 
curity agency exposed by 
Snowden as a snooper of 
multi-national institutions, em¬ 
bassies, and even the United 
States' closest allies. 

This included covert and 
systemah.c suiveiHance of EU 
offices, diplomatic missions in 
Washington and at the United 
Nations m. New York. 

Belgium said it would lake 
"appropriate action" if the in¬ 
volvement of a foreign gov¬ 
ernment was confiimed. 

According to the newspaper, 
the real target of ffie snooping 
wasBICS, a unit of Belgacom 
also owned by Swisscom and 
MTN, tlie South Afiican oper¬ 
ator. 

BICS operates huge vol¬ 


umes of phone and data traffic 
m Africa and tlie Middle East. 
The Umted States was. espe¬ 
cially interested in coinmum- 
cations involving Yemen, Syria 
and other nations deemed sus¬ 
picious by Wasliington security 
agencies,, tlie newspaper said 

Documents divulged by 
Snowden have shown the NSA 
conducts a massive electronic 
dragnet, including trawling 
through phone records and on- 
hne traffic, that has sometiiiies 
flouted privacy laws. 

Reports allege tlie NSA also 
spied on die mtemal coimiiuni- 
cations of France's fiireign 
ministry and diplomats and 
those of Qatar-based television 
station Al-Jazeera 

Hie Snowden affair has not 
only complicated diplomacy 
but embaiTassed tlie Internet 
and telecom sector, with some 
companies accused of betray¬ 
ing their customers by cooper¬ 
ating with government spying. 

In response, Yahoo, Google, 
Facebook, and Microsoft ai'e 
among Internet firms pushing 
for permission to disclose 
more details to users about de¬ 
mands for data made in the 
name of fightmg terrorism or 
other tlireats. 


Americans' phones grow as Internet 
connection: survey 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
majority of Americans use 
tlieir mobile phones to access 
the Internet, and a growing 
number use their handsets as 
their pnmaiy online device, a 
suivey showed Monday. 

Tlie Pew Research Center 
suivey found d3 percent of 
mobile phone owners now 
use their phone to go online. 
And because 91 percent of 
Americans now own a cell 
phone, tins means that 57 per¬ 
cent are "cell Internet users.*' 

The proportion of cell own¬ 
ers who use tlieir phone to go 


online has doubled since 2009, 
Pew found 

Tlie survey also found 34 
percent of these mobile Inter¬ 


net users use their phones as 
their primary Internet device, 
instead of a deslrtop, laptop or 
tablet computer. 

Tliese "cel]-mostly Internet 
users," account for 21 percent 
of the total mobile phone 
owner population, and ai'e 
most likely to be young 
adults, non-whites, and tliose 
witli relatively low income 
and education levels, the sur¬ 
vey found. 

Piior Pew studies have 
found some 56 percent of US 
adults own a smartphone, 
which offers easy Internet ac¬ 
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cess. 

The latest report found S5 
percent of mobile phone own¬ 
ers in the 1S-29 age ground use 
their handset to go online. Ttial 
comp ai'e d with 73 percent m 
the 30-49 age group and 51 
percent in tlie 50-d4 age cate- 
goiy. 

And in the lS-29 age group, 
neai'ly half of those with mo¬ 
bile phones say that is tlieir pn- 
mary device for the Internet 

Some 74 percent of Afiican- 
Amencan mobile phone own¬ 
ers aie cell Internet users, as 
ai'e i5S percent of Hispanics 
with mobile phones, the sur¬ 
vey found.
